Alberta Gains 
In Freight Rates 

Lower freight rates authorized 
on freight from Eastern Canada 
to the prairies gives some bene¬ 
fits to the central west already en¬ 
joyed by the B.C. coast. The or¬ 
ders are that rates between the 
east and prairies must not be 
more than m those between the 
east and B.C. This is the outcome 
of a long fight jed by the Alberta 
government and supported ay 
many organizations. 

Articles affected include can¬ 
ned goods, soap, confectionery, 
vegetable oils, paper, roofing, 
glassware and some steel items. 
Canned goods will be the line In 
which benefits will be realibed. 
I he present rate from Montreal to 
Calgary, now $3.27 per cwt. will 
be cut to $2.09. ^ 

The price reductions however, 
will not be evident for a time un¬ 
til existing stocks in wholesalers 
are cleaned up Another factor is 
that only lnrg.; shipments will en¬ 
joy the cut, the reduced rate on 
canned goods applying to carloads 
of 70,000 pounds,

Crippled Children 
Move To New 
Red Cross Hospital 

Wednesday morning. Jan. 22 the 
people of Alberta gave their great¬ 
est gift to the crippled children of 
the province when 45 youngsters 
were transferred from the old 
Junior Red Cross hospital to the 
new and ultra-modern Alberta 
Red Cross Crippled Children’s hos¬ 
pital in Calgary. It will serve chil¬ 
dren from all over Alberta, the 
Peace River and Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories whose parents cannot af- 
foid prolonged orthopedic care. 

This move was the climax of 
eight years of planning and starts 
a new bra in the treatment of Al¬ 
berta children suffering from or¬ 
thopedic disabilities While it is 
true that only those- closely asso¬ 
ciated with the work can visualise 
the changes the new hospital will 
bring, it is equally true that every 
Albertan will be able to point with 
pride to the building and work 
iliat their charity and generosity 
lias built. 

The million ami a quarter dol- 
lur building, over-looking the city 
itself and with a panoramic view 
o* the Rocky Mountains, is ex¬ 
pected to not only assist the crip¬ 
pled children in the province 
through known methods, but to 
become a leading orthopedic cen¬ 
tre. I 

The big move from the old hos¬ 
pital, which has seen service for 
nearly 30 years, was begun short¬ 
ly after 9 a.m. in 28 degrees be¬ 
low zero weather. What had been 
almost indescribeable turmoil 
through the narrow hallways and 
stairs suddenly resolved into clock¬ 
work precision and timing. As 
cars driven by members of Cal¬ 
gary Kinsman and Active clubs 
drew up to the front door, a Kin¬ 
sman called out the names of a 
child and attendant. Both were 
hurried into the ear and it was 
driven away to be succeeded by 
another. In this manner 32 pat¬ 
ients were moved in 13 minutes 
with the entire operation, includ¬ 
ing moving 13 stretcher cases, tak¬ 
ing one nour and 50 minutes. 
Starr’s Amijulance Service moved 
the children on stretchers. 

Although the public was barred 
from the move, members of the 
press and radio were in attend¬ 
ance as was a newsreel camera¬ 
man from Vancouver. Newsreels 
showing the move will b« screened 
throughout Canada in about 10 
days. 

Each of the 45 children had n 
number pinned on either coat or 
blanket to correspond with a num¬ 
ber on one of the beds in the new 
hospital, On arrival at the ambu¬ 
lance entrance they were checked 
in by Lt. Col. D. H. lomlinaon, 
Commissioner of Alberta Division, 
C.R.C.S. and then taken to their 
rooms by members of the Hospital 
Aid Society. -Members of Calgary 
police were posted at both hospit¬ 
als to control traffic and see that 
only cars heariig a Red Cross stick 
er were admitted. 

Only outsiders admitted to 
watch the moving ceremony were 
Miss Mary Ftnkham, O.B.E., one 
ol the original founders of Red 
Cross in Alberta, and members of 
the hospital board. 

Miss F. E. C. Reid, R.N., beloved 
mutron of th<% hospital jiinee 1932, 
was unable to be present because 
of illness. 

The new 119-bed hospital was 
built and equipped almost entirely 
with funds given by the people of 
Alberta art though federal and pro¬ 
vincial grants totalled $357,000. A 
total of $153,000 was given by Al¬ 
bertans for equipment. « 

The new Alberta Red Cross Cl ip 
l led Children's hospital is truly a 
monument to the generosity of th? 
people of Alberta who are thus 
l rovldtng the finest in orthopedic 
car c for their children, in a 
building where "the work of mer¬ 
cy never ends."

Gov’t Is Easing 
Credit Controls 


There is a cheerier outlook on 
«-i••flit restrictions in prosi>eci for 
the timc-lo-pay on certain goods 
lias tn-cn extended from 12 to 18 
months. It may be that down pay¬ 
ment* will be j-edueed. 

The automobile industry has ap¬ 
pealed on the ground that restric¬ 
tions have been killing business 
and that mass lay-offs have been 
resulting. But the down payment 
on new and used ears still regains 
at one-half purchase price. 

But modifications are likely in 
purchase of pianos and musical in¬ 
structions. Customers may rent n»- 
trigerators. vacuums, washing ma¬ 
chines, etc. for 12 months without 
b« ing liable to credit restrictions, 
instead of the former six months. 

In United States th • down pay- 
mint on purchase ol cars is on- 
third. but the time to pay is the 
12 months as in Canada. 

Finance Minister Abbott says 
that any easement is dependent on 
control o( inflation. 


Dead Rat Now 
On Display Here 

As port of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s campaign to familiarize 
residents of Alberta with the up- 
pearance of rats, a preserved spe¬ 
cimen of a Norway rat is now on 
display at th" County Office. 

Recognition of rats and signs of 
rats is important, as colonies mast 
lie stamped out before they can 
become established. For this rea¬ 
son, residents of the town and 
district are urged to see this spe¬ 
cimen and lo familiarize them¬ 
selves with certain signs which in 
dicate the presence of rats. 

All evidence >f rats should be 
reported to the County Pest Con¬ 
trol Officers without delay. 


Close watch is needed along our 
eastern border to check the rat in¬ 
vasion at its source, says W. Lo- 
bay, Supervisor of Crop Protect¬ 
ion, Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture. Signs of rats under the 
elevators at Compeer have been 
reported and although no rats 
have been wen at this point, there 
is no doubt of their presence. In 
eo-operation with the elevator 
agents extermination is in pro¬ 
gress 

Rats have also been reported on 
two farms in the Altario-Bodoar¬ 
ea On one of these, fourteen of 
Hi': roden’.s have been trapped. 
Poison baits have been set to clean 
out tlie menace, and all residents 
of the aica are urged to keep 
strict watch and report immediat¬ 
ely any signs of rats to the noar- 
i st pest control officer or district 
agriculturist. 

Wherever rats or signs of rats 
are found in Alberta the new poi¬ 
son warfarin is being used, says 
Mr. Lobay. The bait is made up of 
19 parts of a 50-50 -mixture of 
lolled oats and coi'n to one part of 
warfarin concentrate. The rats 
Sfin unable to detect the presene ■ 
ol the t>oison. and return again 
and again t«* feed on the bait. 
Death from wartarin is due to in¬ 
tirnal bleeding. Since four or more 
feeds may >• needed before the 
rats die, it is important that the 
supply of bait he maintain'd unlill 
all feeding ceases. 

Baits fur use bv pest control of¬ 
ficers in areas where rat signs are 
found can be obtained from dist¬ 
rict agriculturist*. Since the rats 
are now mor • or less confined to 
thoii winter quarters, every effort 
should be made at this time to ex¬ 
terminate them. 


Milder Weather 

Milder weather last weekend 
presaged the arrival on Monday ot 
a warm Chinook which hroughi 
temperatures up from last weeks 
• rigid 30 below to 45-30 above this 
week. 

The weather was still mild Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon and there was 
no forecast of a change. 
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The wheat harvest is now under 
way in Australia. Growers there 
are guaranteed a price for their 
w heat for the 1951-52 crop year of 
approximately $1.13 (Canadian) a 
l.ushel, bulk basis less freight. Ail 
wheat is sold to the Australian 
Wheat Board, which provides for 
an initial payment, with subse¬ 
quent payments as the grain is 
sold. The current Initial price is 
about 89 cents a bushel bulk bas¬ 
is less freight, and $1.01 a bushel 
bagged.. 

The guaranteed price is based 
on the cost of producing grain, 
which was determined by a study 
in 1947, at which time the basic 
price was set at 71 cents. The pre-

The Canadian Dollar 


Canada has been praised for releasing its mone¬ 
tary unit from governmental controls. In the open 
market the Canadian dollar has climbed to parity 
with the U.rLed States dollar. 

The reason for the rise of the Canadian dollar is 
the influx of American-eapital into Canada. This in¬ 
flow balances the unfavorable trade balance which 
Canada experiences with her big southern neighbor. 

While there are some advantages to the rise in 
our dollar, there are also disadvantages. Our pjilp, 
paper, gold, copper, aluminum, livestock, dairy pro¬ 
ducts and other such items, which find a substantial 
market in the United States, go down in price as our 
dollar rises. Our wheat prices have also receded by 
the percentage of the rise. * 

On the other hand the products we must buy 
from the United States, including cotton, steel, mach¬ 
inery, coal, citrus fruits, etc., all come down in price 
as our dollar rises in value. —Brooks Bulletin.

Price Spread Is Widening 

The spread between the price the farmer gets and 
the price the consumer pays has been growing rapid¬ 
ly and seems due to become bigger, says the Country 
Gentleman, United States farm magazine. Marketing 
costs increased 9 per cent in 1951, and estimates are 
that they will go up about as much in 1952. 

A line-up of services and charges stands between 
the farmer and the housewife. Almost al of them are 
taking a bigger bite out of the food dollar, the total 
increase being roughly 50 per cent since 1945. Labor 
wages account for the biggest advance. They now re¬ 
present 51 per cent of all marketing costs, compared 
with 41 per cent in 1935-39. Transportation charges, 
both rail and truck, have followed suit. With nine in¬ 
creases in railroad rates since June 30, 1946, freight 
rates on farm products are now about 60 per cent 
higher than then.

A senate sub-committee, which looked into price 
spreads, reported, “It has seemed to the sub-commit¬ 
tee that the difference between what the fanner re¬

But men who study the marketing field are not 
hopeful that this difference will be easy to reduce. 
They say that the big items like labor costs, freight 
rates, taxes, and rents, tend to become fixed. 

The danger in this situation is plain. If price lev¬ 
els drop and these in-between costs stay put the de¬ 
crease in prices will come out of the fanner’s share, 
just as it has lately. —Wheat Pool Budget.

Samples of treated and untreat¬ 
ed seed from the above experiment 
were held in storage under the 
conditions indicated until the 
spring of 1951 when portions of 
each were sown in the field.

The Damp 
Grain Problem 

By H. G. L. Strange 

The "Crop Testing Plan" has 
been accumulating information 
from near and far and from the 
best authorities on the matter of 
drying damp grain on farms, and 
of trying to keep damp grain from 
heating. There do not at the mo¬ 
ment seem to be any driers using 
heat suitable for farm use that 
are as yet operating successfully. 
Some farmers in the United States 
are drying without heat using an 
eight-bladed eighteen inch fan,% 
hp motor, blowing natural air 
through a series of ducts in the 
bin on days when the relative 
humidity is low. This, however, 
lakes several weeks going full 
blast. 

Most farmers ate not attempt¬ 
ing to dry but are trying to stop 
their grain from heating. A recont 
mended system is as follows: On a 
very cold day turn tne grain once 
from one bin to another, or from 
one pile to another. This will chill 
the grain. By means of steel or 
iron rod or a probe test the pile 
occasionally to see whether the 
grain is heating, If heating then 
it must be turned again. If not 
heating leave the grain alone. Do 
not continually turn it for the 
sake of turning. Haul to country 
elevators as soon as elevators arc 
able to take it.
